tance. 

It Is well enough to set our 
mark high, if we have the setting 
ot it to do, bnt the fact is in onr 
ease, we fonnd the mark where 
destiny placed it, and onr mis- 
take bee been in over -shooting 
the mark. We need a conven- 
tion, there is no question about 
that, we are not properly organ- 
ised, we do not work in barmony 
M we ought. There are a num- 
ber of questions not understood 
alike among ns, and in fact some 
are not understood at all. I ful- 
ly agree with Bro. Beer that we 
need an outline of onr principles 
and practices formulated and 
published so that not only onr 
brethren bnt everybody else may 
know what we do believe and 
practice. 

Then there are a number of 
other reasons for holding a con- 
vention. The committee on 
church charter has not reported 
for want ot an opportunity. True, 
they may have partially reported 
through the paper, but the paper 
is not authorized to receive the 
report, adopt it and discharge 
the committee. The body that 
appointed them must do that. 
Then there is the on* great work 
of the Christian Church, the pub- 
lishing of the Gospel. Whatever 
can be done to hnsband our re- 
source!*, utilize our opportunities 
and sacrifice our self- ease, pro- 
mote liberality and enlighten our 
people in the necessity of liberal 
giving, and some of onr preachers 
in the need of economy. All these 
things need attention, and a gen- 
eral convention is the thing that 
can give these subjects the needed 
light and encouragement, hence 
let ue have it. 

I will suggest to the committee 
that they ask Tor bide for it in- 
stead of asking a place to take it. 
Let a church at tune place ot 
eon ven lent access, say they will 
take the convention and tell on 
what terms they will do so, and 
then let the committee choose 
from the number of these otters. 
Let ue see whether we oannot 
lave some of the money that we 
would uselessly spend in a city 
and use it for the benefit of the 
church or the cause in genera), 
for I do feel that a radical change 
in our notions ot doing bnaineas 
must overtake us before we can 
pay oft onr College debt, and be 
successful in other necessary de- 
nominational enterprises. Now 
I have had my say.

That makes quite a 
difference. 

I notice that in the report of 
the Sinday School convention, 
near Dayton, Ohio, our Secretary 
torgot one very important item 
in the Resolutions adopted at 
that meeting. It was the tem- 
perance resolution. The conven- 
tion put themselves on record on 
the temperance question, decid- 
ing that strong drink was a ter- 


rible evil, and that our Sunday 
schools should not negleet to 
make this a prominent feature in 
their teaching. 

While we were at Dayton, 
helping to get ready for the con- 
vention, we heard of Bro. Miller's 
sickness. We went to see him. 
The physician had ordered that 
no one should be admitted into 
the sick chamber, but our sick 
brother hearing 1 was in the 
honse requested to see me. And 
oh I How changed from what be 
was when I saw bun iastl While 
we looked at oar brother we 
were almost convinced he was 
not far from the silent city, yet 
we hoped that he might be spar- 
ed a little longer to hie family. 
He requested to be anointed in 
the name of the Lord, bat thought 
it might be postponed until Bro. 
Brown or Hoi singer would ar- 
rive, whom we expected in two 
days. lie also asked me to preach 
his funeral. 

On my return from Miamis- 
burg the next day, I found he 
had passed away, 2 a. ro , Wednes- 
day, June 1st. This' loss follow- 
ing so closely the recent death of 
their daughter in Ohio, makes 
their affliction so much the heav- 
ier. May God strengthen them 
to bear np. Our friend* pasting 
over into the celestial home 
niakea heaven nearer and dearer 
to us. 

As brother Holainger, who 
was so well acquainted with him 
promises to write the obituary, 
we will leave it to him. 

On Saturday morning about 
8 o'clock, Bro. D. B. Good ot 
Wayne Co., Ohio, mother G*r- 
ver, myself and two little onee, 
found ourselves at the Meyersdale 
Railroad depot. We were not 
long finding the home of our 
cousin, Dr. 0". M. Beacbiy, 
where we were expected and we 
received a hearty welcome. 

Our brother A. D. Gnagey had 
been holding a meeting here for 
nearly two weeks. Up to the time 
of my arrival there had been 
eight accession. 

Since my arrival six more have 
united with as, two of whom 
came to us trom the German 
Baptist ch arch. 

The German Baptists are hold- 
ing a meeting here at this time 
also. Elder John Flory. of 
Virginia, is preaching for them. 
This is the Elder Flory that 
many years ago went ''with the 
Congregational brethren, and 
while with them held some very 
successful meetings at different 
places. We have heard that in 
the days when he followed the 
Gospel-alone he did a great work 
at Pleasant Hill, Ohio. The con- 
verts under such teaching have 
stood firm, and are found today 
faithful to their Lord. He, too, 
at one time edited and published 
the Gospel Trumpet, which was 
directly contrary to the mandates 
of the great German Baptist an- 
nual meeting. However, tor 
some oause, he left the preaching 
of the pure gospel, and is again 
advocating the teachings of A. M. 
So far they have received about 
twenty- five into their church, 
consisting mostly of the mem- 
ber's children, a very large num- 
ber of whom are still outside the 
church, 

Bro. A. D. Gnagey, the pastor 
of the Brethren Church at Mey- 
ersdale, is a very able end influ- 
ential minister. The brethren 
and citizens ot this community 
think a great deal ef bun. He 
hat been preaching here for the 
last six. years. 


To give yon an instance of the 
inflnenoe of the pastor and mem- 
bers I have merely to state tbat 
out of the six accessions to the 
church since my arrival, three of 
them gave in their names during 
the day and had not attended but 
few, if any of our meetings. This 
is as it ought to be. Our church- 
es ought to be constantly wield- 
ing an influence that may be so 
adding to the church, that they 
will not be entirely dependent on 
protracted meetings. 

This Friday evening there will 
be a communion meeting, and 
the meetings here will continue 
at least over another week. 

I have made arrangements to 
have my appointments in Ohio 
attended to, and therefore it is a 
little doubtful when 1 shall re- 
turn. While I am down here, I 
expect to visit several of the 
neighboring churches.

Glen ford, Ohio. 

I said in a former correspond- 
ence that I quit the eldership of 
North Liberty cburcb. I have 
nothing more to do with the 
ruling part of that church. But 
when I auuounced that I would 
no longer preach for tbem thuy 
protested and prevailed upon me 
to remain. So I promised to 
preach tor tbem so long as I re- 
main in this t>art. of the vineyard. 
I now have three congregations 
to preach tor. I preach three 
and tour sermons every week. 
One Sunday I preach for the 
North Liberty congregation sixty 
miles away. This distance X 
travel on the B. A 0. R. R. The 
next Sunday I preach for the 
Bremen chnroh and the one at 
Glentord. I preach three ser- 
mons from Saturday night till 
Sunday night and travel sixty 
miles on conveyance. This is, as 
Bro. Mason wonld say, "my home 
Sunday." I sometimes feel like 
singing 

"Ob, land of rest for tin* I sigh." 

There is work enough in my 
fields for two men, and I hope 
that soon there may be others to 
assist. I have singled out a 
young man who I think will do 
ns good work and before long, I 
hope we may be able to put the 
gospel harness on him and break 
him to the gospel plow. 

It seems to me tbat we do not 
work bard enough to get men 
started in the ministry. We 
should put out at least fifty act- 
ive workers every year. This 
is a small number and it conld 
be accomplished it all would 
work to this end. To say that 
we do not have the material is 
all talk. If we don't have it 
now we never will have it. We 
have it and all that is necessary 
it to ntilize it. I am sorry to 
say tbat all of onr present force 
is not at work and I do hope that 
this matter will receive attention 
from onr National Convention in 
September. I know of a halt 
dozen young men who wqnld 
make useful ministers, some of 
them more than average preach- 
ers if they were put to the work. 
I also know of more than a half 
dozen ministers who might do 
effective work, but are not now 
engaged. Why is this? Then 
there are congregations who are 
in need of ministers. Hera is a 
matter to be considered at our 
conference, and it needs no col- 
am n of explanation to be under- 
stood either. 

Then I hare often wondered 
why we do not have a sort of 
sieve arrangement at Ashland 


College to catch snch young men 
as might make worthy ministers. 
Just so long as we do not attempt 
something of this kind, a great 
and true object of the College 
will never be realized. In the 
encouragement and education of 
students for the ministry is the 
great blessing of the College to 
the church. If this end is not 
sought we might as well not 
bave a College. 

A man can say most anything 
on paper. Silas Hoover, in a for- 
mer issue of the Gospel Messen- 
ger gave the impression that 
seven went back from ns to the 
Conservatives at North Liberty 
and that others are dissatisfied. 
It is strange tbat neither the 
church at North Liberty nor my- 
self know anything of this. It is 
stranger yet that such a willful 
misrepresentation should occur. 
The same report states that "one 
who bad gone with the Progress- 
ive faction, was reclaimed." This 
comes nearer the truth. Perhaps 
it would have been more accurate 
to say he was compelled. If 
some ere dissatisfied, Silas was 
back since I hen to satisfy them ; 
hut as yet none have shown such 
dissatisfaction. If "the sun shines 
again in its brightest glory" there, 
it certainly does not require 
much light to make bright 
glory for them, for at Ank- 
euytown they have progress 
ed so far as to have services 
every four weeks instead of 
every two weeks as formerly. 
The cause of this decline is evi- 
dent. But perhaps I don't know 
what kind of a sun Silas bad raf 
erence to. 

At Glentord, or Bethel rather, 
we began rat— ting* a few days 
before the rain and preached six 
sermons until we were rained 
out. From Sunday night until 
Friday night we could not hold 
meetings. Then for two nights 
we again hud meetings after 
which the ruin agaiu interfered. 
We then gave it up. I suppose 
we needed rain worse than 
preaching, at least we are feeling 
good over it. We commit all 
things into the hand of God who 
will do the host tor us. The at- 
tendance was the best we ever 
had. 

The Conservatives are rejoic- 
ing all along the line over the 
downfall of R. F. Mallott. 
They are hitting us for it and 
are also using it as a signal to 
our utter downfall. Thers must 
be some good in us a iter all for 
they seem very anxious to have 
us. But to tramp on as is the 
wrong method to woo us. We 
have been abused and stoned and 
tramped upon. It is a wonder 
we have any lite or inclinations 
for worship any more. Mallott 
was only a man and the church 
by his evil act has lost aim ; but 
the church will move on and in 
the course of a little time we will 
not realize that be has been 
missed. True, he did us much 
service, bnt we have men who 
will fill his place as an evange- 
list. We aro all sorry tor him 
and wish that. things might be 
otherwise ; but, like the fall of 
J. W. Stein, that of Mallott will 
not be felt Ave years hence. I 
wish we all could realize more 
tully that we are built on Christ 
and not on roan. There would 
not be so much doubting and 
fearful nets. 

I began a series of meetings at 
Mt. Zion in the Bremen congre 
gation and after preaching two 
sermons I was compelled to quit 
on account of ill health. On the 


28rd and 24th of this month I 
will preach on baptism at Mt. 
Zion and on the 26th we will 
bold a love feast. At this place 
onr meetings are growing in 
number and interest. We hope 
to report additions when we 
nndertake our revival services 
after harvest. 

With sadness of heart do I re- 
port the death of sister Nancy 
Dupler. She was a faithful and 
consistent member of the church 
here .and was respected by every- 
body. She suffered tor more 
than a year with sickness. She 
will be missed very much by the 
family. Her hnsband has been 
sick for about seventeen years 
and is unable to walk a step. 
He can not lift bis hands to his 
face. One of his sons had to 
wipe the tears from his eyes. 
Bnt, Bro. Joe, be faithful to the 
end and God will put forth his 
gentle hand and wipe away your 
tears. The whole family belongs 
to the church with one exception, 
bnt Ithink"Jess" will come soon. 
His mother's wish was for his 
spiritual safety. She may be 
looking upon him now, wishing 
for him to come.
